On account of the sickness, of Miss Vinton, Miss 
Goddard was teacher four weeks of the first part of the 
Fall term; she gave good satisfaction. Upon application 
of candidates for admission to the school, a want of more 
thorough work in the district schools is keenly felt. 
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——— 


Habits of industry and perseverance ought to be firmly 
establisiied in the child, before arriving at an age suitable 
for entering the High School. The Fiske Free Library — | 
now kept in the hall of the school building may well be 
spared from its present position, whenever the town shall 
provide a better place for it. ie 

Since last March meeting a new fence has been erected, 
by direction of the Selectmen, a portion of the way around ~ 
the school lot, and the iron fence has been repainted at an ~ 
expense for both, of about $ 200. | 

The wood work on the outside of the building has also 
been painted, and some other repairs have been made at 
small expense. Occasion for a large outlay for repairs is 
not expected for the next year. 

Stevens High School, in the opinion of the Committee, is 
one of the most beneficial institutions in Claremont, and 
well deserves a hearty support from every person in the 
town. 

The resignation of George L. Balcom, Esq., in Nov. last,

Chief Engineer’s Report.

The Chief Engineer respectfully submits the following : 
report. 


There has been built during the past year, a new En- 
gine House, of brick, located near the Town Hall. This 
was made necessary, by the destruction by fire, of the old — 
one, on the 8th of July last. This furnishes excellent and 
ample accommodations for Engine No. 4, and the Hook and 
Ladder carriage, and for the meetings of the company, in a _ 
room for that purpose, in the upper part. This Engine 
House being constructed of brick, with slate roof, is well 
protected from fire, and at the same time furnishes protec- 
tion to the Town Hall in that quarter. 

There have been two reservoirs built during the past 
year. One.on Myrtle and one on Severance St.,and one 
on Lincoln St. rebuilt. All the reservoirs are in good con- 
dition and filled with water, except the one at the junction 
of Chestnut and Broéad streets, which has become defect- 
ive during thé winter. It now holds about half full, an 
should be repaired as early as the season will permit. ‘Th 
Engines and Hose and other appliances of the Fire De- 
partment are in first rate condition. Nothing new has 
been purchased for them during the past year. The dis- 
pensing with the bounty system and increase of firemen’s 
pay, has worked well, and we think the department ha 
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never better manned nor in a more efficient condition than 
now, and we recommend a continuation of the present sys- 
tem and rate of pay. 

The number of fires has been less and they have been 
very much less destructive than those reported last year. 
They areas follows: at Sunapee Mill, June 18; at Engine 
House, No. 4, July 8; Anna Dean’s house, at lower vil- 
lage, Aug. 12; house of John Chellis, Aug. 19; at Joel 
M. Heywood’s house, Aug. 28; at house of S. L. Farman, 
Dec. 21.

In accordance with the provision of the statute, the Super- 
intendent of the Common Schools of Claremont presents the 
following report: 

A school has been taught in each of the nineteen districts 
over which your Committee has had supervision, for at least 
two terms, and in ten districts there have been three terms 
in the year. There have been sixty-eight terms of school the 
past year, in the nineteen districts; giving employment to 
eee different teachers; thirty-three females and six 
males. . . 

The schools in town have been in a prosperous condition 
during the year; compared with former years, there has been 
decidedly an increase of interest manifested. Competent 
teachers have been secured in nearly every case, and, with 
two or three exceptions, the schools have been conducted in 
a satisfactory manner. 

One advance during the past year should be particularly 
noted; viz. the permanence of the teachers, thirteen have 
retained the same position throughout the year; the advan- 
tage of this over frequent changes must be apparent to any 
one who will give the matter careful attention. 

Parents have taken more pains than usual, in visiting the 
schools. I find by looking over the registers for the past year, 
that there have been one thousand seventy-eight visits made 
by parents and citizens; a great improvement over former 

ears. 3 
z The distribution of interest on fund donated to the town 
by the munificence of Mrs. Harriet W. Tappan, has been 
attended with better results than was anticipated. ‘The 
scholars have taken a new interest not only in their studies, — 
but in their deportment and attendance. By looking ‘‘ over 
the Roll of honor” and comparing it with that of last year — 
the improvement will be readily seen. . 

The registers contain the names of one hundred and ninety 
scholars who have not been absent or tardy during one term; — 
seventy-nine who have not been absent or tardy during two 
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terms; and fifty who have not been absent or tardy during 
three terms, or the whole year. ; 

I notice that but few of our schools are provided with 
globes, maps, black-boards, or other apparatus by which to 
illustrate any branch of study. 

In closing my report, I cannot forbear calling the attention 
of the members of districts No’s. 2, 10 and 11, to the condi- 
tion of the School Houses in their several districts; and 
would say that not one of them is fit for the purpose for 
which it is used. — 

Iam of the opinion that No’s. 11 and 12, ought to unite 
and place a school house in a central locality for the accomo- 
dation of both districts. Also would unite No’s. 10 and 19. 
No. 2, being so situated that it cannot unite with any district, 
ought to build a new school house at once. 

The foregoing together with the Roll of Honor and Statis- 
tical Table is presented as my Report.
